COTTON MARKET
LOWER FOR WEEK

Political Situation in Europe Was
Main Factor Against Values.

NEW ORLEANS, March 6.—Price
changes in the cotton market last
woek were narrower than usual and
the net results were losses of 356 to 41
points in the econtract department,|
May closing at 11.27. In the spot de-
partment middling lost 50 points In
the net results, closing at 11.00, "CThe
political situation In Europe was the
main factor against values and it was
the cause of small declines on the
closing sesslon. At the highest of the
week prices were 2 to 22 points over
the closc of the preceding weck and
at the lowest they were 61 to 89 points
under. The range of pricea was 76 to
29 points, May traded as high as 11.85
and as low as 10,87, the latter price
being a net low mark for the season.
A feature of the week that attracted
& great deal of attention was the
statement on sales of fertilizers to the
first of March, issued by Secretary
Hester of the New Orleans cotton ex-
change. This waa the first official in-
formation to be had on the subject
fand it disclosed the more unfavorable
state of affalrs than generally expect-
ed. Filgures from seven Btates showed
an average decrease of 65.80 per cent
in sales, compared with sales to the

Y samoe date last year. The total of
sales was 024,068 tons against 1,806,-
773. There was n disposition In some
quartors to eclaim that “the fertllizer
returns might be accepted ax a polnter
10 the acreage to be planted this
spring.

This week the market, according to
all Indlcations, will be obliged to fol-
low politieal maneuvers abroad very
closely.

Aside from politics
watch tho weather over the belt more
cloaely, for considerable cotton I8 be-
ing planted In the earller sections of
Texas and preparations for plunting
are being pushed In more southern
portions of ather states. Favorable
weather might work agalnst values In
a mild way but rains would delay work
and have the opposite &fect on values.
